Though it happened a year and half ago, the 
‘<hig earthquake” of February 1880, it is as 
enin our memories as if it had ocourred 
and peuple will relate their 
Gwn experiences of it as-such, and it is only 
natural ‘that we should recall it. Severe 
_. earthquakes aro onusual in the winter, and 
fow people anticipated being disturbed from 
their night's rest from such a cause, At ten 
minutes to one, a tremor made itself felt, 
then came a low muttering growl, the houses 
. rocked and twisted as wave after wave fol- 
lowed, each increasing in violence, 2 
in round, a.convulsive upheaval, and jar 
Tike ‘one oxperiences in a collision. A fow 
subsiding tremors and a dying-away growl 
Lkethatofeomoe enormouswild beast, Every- 
‘one was out and about ina few minutes, and 
sleep, being, for some little time at any rate, 
‘out of the question, wo paid visits to our 
neighbours to inquire how they had fared. 
The break of day revealed the town in a pit 
- able state ; the bluff particularly looked aa 
4f it had been: successfully bombarded, not 
one house remaining intact. The most cu- 
rious proof of the rotatory motion of 
the shock was to be found in ‘the 
chimneys loft standing. Most of these were 
neatly sliced in two, horizontally at thoir 
point of emergence from the roof, and the 
top pieces being thus rendered movable 
ware twisted, round, in some cases from 
. north and south almost to enst and west. 
In the house in which ‘I lived then, a solid f 
new timber of eight inches breadth and 
width and only cight fect long, was snapped 
in two like mcarrot, and, being the principal 
beam of tho pantry-rool, it lot the said roof 
into the pantry, while a chimney-came into 
the dining-room. Our now dinner service 
just from home was reduced to its very low- 
eat ‘denominations ; fortunately no one was 
injured, though we must all have had nar- 
row oscapes, end the only lamentations 
heard wore over the breakage of irreplace- 
able porcelain and China curios. 


Tho effect of this carthquake -was the 
starting of a Seismological Society in Tokio, 
the members of which body take all sorts of 
notes and observations on shocks, with 
instruments which draw maps of the same. 
A drunken spider, yell dipped in ink, and 
allowed to crawl about a sheet of white 

as he likes, draws @ fairly cfticient 
map‘for ordinary purposes more accurate 
justruments are prettier, but moro intricate 
and, expensive, while their result is almost 
similar,. My idea as to the objocts of tho 
Society are of the vaguest, but I have an 
impression that, inter alia, they hope to 
ater sufficient data to eventually forotoll 
earthquakes. This I sincerely hope they 
will never succeed in doing, at all events 
until I return to my ancestral castle, for it 
is bad enough to have eart! uakes anyhow ; 
and when predicted we shall be in 4 double 
state of funk; Tho brute creation’ feel. the 
same state of alarm as we do; birds will 
wake up and. flit about in a lost manner ;, 
dogs howl, and ponies sometimes go, almost 
mad with fright, Anif he had anticipated 
“the problem of the Seismological Society, 
and knew a shock was coming, the man 
most needéd hns, of course, gone out. 
Japanese ponies at tho best of times do not 
approve of anyone and everyone entering 
their atalls, so your first cool and detiberate 
act in such cases is to invoke maledictions 
on the betto.

CREDIT VERSUS CASH. 
(Japan Gazette.) 

There.are few, if any, who doubt the 
truth of the maxim “short reckonings make 
long friends.”. But unfortunately in_ this, 
aa in other matters, theory and practico do 
not accord. Peoplo beligve the dictum up 
to the point of acting on it, and no further. 
To speak more plainly, many aro ready to 
extol tho advantages of cash payments, but 
nt the same time, adhere most, persistently 
to the eredit aystem. 

During a prolonged residence in the east, 
we have heard moat bitter complaints 
against the chit system. which. provails 
generally in this~part of tho world, Our 
own experience convinces us that such com- 
plaints aro . only too well-founded—how 
much so, few people trouble themaclves to 
think—and.so many evils have ‘avisen from 
the custom that no apology is needed for 
venturing: a few remarks on the subject, 
which we trust will bo taken in good part 
both by signers ani feceivers of chit. 

The reason originally ngsigned for the 
practice was to obviate-the--necessity of 
carrying about a heavy load of silver dollars 
and copper cents by intending purchasors. 
This excuse, however valid it once may 
have been, certainly does not hold good 
now, . The free circulation of ten: and 
twenty sen pieces as well as of paper money 
enables one to keep about him considerable 
sums without the slightest inconvenience. 
Such being the case, what possible need 
can there be ‘of signing chits ad Uj), and 
thereby of incurring hoavy and-unneceasary 
debts ? 

Not the smallest evil arising from chit- 
signing is, that it tempts many  pectone with 
limited incomes to live. beyond their means 
—not with any dishoncat intention of so do- 
ing, but rather from sheer thoughtlossness. 
For instance, a stranger, or a new-comer, 
finding that he can obtain whatever he wants 
by going into a store, taking gooda, and sim- 
ply attaching his name to a small picco of 
paper inacknowledgment, acquires the habit 
of doing sv by slow and aure degrees, Such 
chits separately, may not, and do not, re- 
present any large sums—porhaps in many 
instances only a few cents ora dollar or two 
at the most, - When however, these chita 
come to be added together a, very formida- 
blo bill is presented at the cnd of the month, 
so much £0, a8 to place the. inexperienced 
signer of them in rather serious difficulty. 
This ig the beginning of his troubles; where 
they only too froquently end need not be dis- 
cussed. It cannot’ be denied that mau: 
young men have arrived in this country wit 
the fairest prospects of success before them 
who have sooner or later had to retire from 
it im disgrace or dishonor, either directly or 
indirectly brought about by the iniquitous 
system under discussion. 

Great as the evil may be in any business, 
it is much greater in the case of Potels, In 
this dreary. corner of the world, people are 
only too ready to botake themselves to any 
means of passing away. their Jeisure hours: 
Harmless recreations do not abound ; what 
then is more natural then that they: should 
frequently drop into.a hotel or elub and 
have a game of billiards or bowls. Billiards 
and bowls not unfrequently lead to B. and 
§., and seeing that this luxury can be obtain- 
ed in any quantity by the-simple process of 
signing the aforesaidbits of paper, a liberal 
indulgence in the “cup which cheers and 
does inebriate” often follows as a° natural 
consquence. Wo are not anxious to assume 
the role of tomperance orators ; on the con- 
trary we have a thorough contempt for the 
absurd twaddle that too frequently eman- 
ates from the tee-total platform. “ Be tem- 
perate in all things” is a simple but sufticiont 
rule for all right-minded people, but we 
scarcely think the chit. system is calculated 
to promote a due observance of it. Last, 
but by no means least, it causes “ thirsty 
souls” ‘to pay a great deal too deat for 
(wotting) their whiatle”"—if we may be per- 
initted to slightly paraphrase a well-known 
saying of Franklin's. Woe have been assured 
by hotel keepers that, were ready money 
the rule and not the exception, they would 
be able torotail their liquors at a very much 
cheaper rate than, under. present circums- 
tances, they are compelled to charge. Such 
being the case, one is tempted to ask why 
does the practice still yo on? 

The high prices charged atthe -various 
stores is an unfailing source of complaint ; 
but it is, after all, only a matter of cause 
end ce F Kenmore ths one and the other 
will no long in disappearing. Chita, as 
we are endéavouring to shew, © roduco bad 
debts ;' bad debts, if allowed to accumulate, 
represent heavy losses, Losses must be 
made’ up for in some way or another and 
the only rosouroe open to a tradesman, to 
guard himself -ugainst them is, to charge 
from twenty to twenty-five per cent. ‘too 
much for his wares, “Those who will, have 
therefore to parte: those who will not; the 
honest man has to be cashier for the awind- 
ler who either cannot or will not redeem 
the chits he ‘has scattered broadcast through 
the Jand.:* cae

industry is manifested by the appointment 
of the Government entomologist to enquire 
into the blights affecting the tea plant, and 
we must hope that the researches of Mr 
Wood-Mason, who is at’ present in-the tea 
districts, will enable him to instruct us how 
to cope with such hindrances to abundant 
flushes. : : 

Mr Inglis, in seconding the motion for 
the adoption of the Report, said that he 
wished to impress upon the meeting the 
danger of relaxing efforts at this stage. It 
was evident from tho published advices re- 
garding exports of Tea from China during 
the present season, that very greatexertions 
are being made there to retain the command 
they at present have: of the Australian and 
American markets, The exports of Tea 
from China-and Jspan between Ist June 
and 4th August of the current year show 
an increase of over five million pounds to 
Australia: and over three millions to- the 
United States.

Those who witness 
the upright proceeding, says’ the American 
paper, left the court deeply impressed with 
admiration for the impartiality and wisdom 
displayed by his modest representative of 
the magistrature, who had the moral cour- 
to humiliate himself in the presence of 
his fellow townsmen.
